A lot of excellent, well-meaning 
ple feel that way. But, there 
_ is no escaping the fact it is a sort 
of surrender and retreat. If one 
is fed up and finished with seek- 
ing to find a way out of this di- 
lemma, short of all-out-war, be- 
cause what we are trying to do 
may fail, then obviously that 
rson has become so fed up as to 
ready for the third big war in 
our time. Yet out of the hearings 
in Washington has come the plain 
statement from those who know 
that we are not yet ready for such 
a war. We have revealed a lot in 
those hearings, and stand nakedly 
before the world as a nation not 
perpared for war, but as one de- 
termined to attain strength and 
to use it against aggression be- 
cause we want peace. 


Peace 


Peace is a word which arouses 
gome to cynical laughter, so un- 
attainable does it appear. And 
to say that patience and resolu- 
tion are the only paths by which 
peace may finally be found, is 
not at all reassuring. 

Yet it is, I believe, truth. The 
men who destroyed Woodrow 
Wilson did so, they said, because 
they were practical men. 

Certainly isolationism is not 
dead in this country, although all 
our leaders know it isn’t possible. 
Even Senator Taft wants more 
war in China. But, politicians in 
the Congress still maneuver to 
become president. And old preju- 
dices, folk-ways and traditions 
die Rard. Newspapers and public 
commentators are slow to attain 
a sense of history and its respon- 
sibilities. Yet, it has always been 
true that we cannot escape his- 


tory. 

So heavy is the hang-over of 
the old fact of our geographic 
isolation, and its effect on our 
national thinking, that we are 
afraid of our sudden responsi- 
bility as the strongest nation in 
the world and the one thereby 
charged with, whether we want 
it or not, leadership of the anti- 
Communist nations. We are lack- 
ing in confidence in our ability to 
deal with the frightening -pros- 
pect ahead. That causes us to be 
impatient with, and suspicious of, 
eur allies because they do things 
which irritate us—and to forget 
that we equally irritate them. 
Every nation reacts according to 
its past, so there must always be 
differences. 

In our lack of confidence and 


worry over the _ responsibility. 


which is ours because of our 
strength, we yearn desperately 
for a leader who will give us the 
answers. And some of us have 
shown that we will not even 
question or analyze the answer if 
they are said with enough ora- 
torical skill. 

To say there is, and will not 
be, any pat answer is to anger 
many who somehow feel there 
ought to be a formula for it. 
Fortunately most Americans 
aren’t in that state of mind. They 
kmow that to go shouting in the 
train of any apparent strong 
man who comes along with what 
he powerfully and emotionally 
asserts are the answers, is to go 
down the drain. Mussolini knew 
all the answers. Hitler knew 
them. Franco knows them. Stalin 
knows them. Mao Tse-tung has 
them. 

In conclusion let’s look at what 
our monies have done. Let’s take 
Italy, with the largest Communist 
party in Europe. Since the be- 
ginning of the European Récov- 
ery Program (The Marshall Plan) 
Italy has produced 50 per cent 
more automobiles, busses and 
trucks. Italy has rebuilt destroyed 
‘buildings and new ones for a 62 
per cent increase in construction. 
Industrial output is up 20 per 
cent over all. Farm crops are up 
six per cent. Had it not been for 
that we would have lost Italy. 
The return from our investment 
has been enormous, though not 
on schedule and not in tangible 
profits. But the profit is great. 

We cannot—and I know this 
maddens some persons—measure 
sacrifice in terms of dollars. If 
Italy is more able to resist ag - 
sion from within, then we have 
invested in more time for us and 

.our allies to grow stronger. 

But we cannot confuse military 
strength with wisdom, though 
some of our would-be leaders do

‘vented World War I and World 
War II. He added that George 
| Washington entertained the origi- 
nal concept of avoiding a larg? 
standing Army in the United 
States by keeping a pool of trained 
reserves in existence among the 
citizenry at large.

jected a Negro’s attack on Vir- 
ginia’s poll tax law but in two 
other civil rights actions it let 
stand lower court decisions that:

Some of the “Colored” demon- 
strators followed a deputation that 
was taking lutions to the politi- 
cal party leaders at the House of 
Parliament. They charged the po- 
lice and when their torches died 
they hurled stones and attacked 
with iron railings pulled out of 
the fence of South Africa’s oldest 
church. 

Twenty-six persons and two 
policemen were seriously injured 
and taken to the hospital. Every 
available ambulance and first aid 
worker was mustered. 

Before the rioting, white ex- 
servicemen and women, “Colored” 
Persons and Africans (Negroes) 
eight and more abreast marched 
in a three-mile long procession 
through Capetown. 

Extra police guarded all en- 
trances to Parliament as the pro- 
cession passed with torches flam- 
ing and bands playing. The pa- 
rade took more than 80 minutes 
to pass the Houses of Parliament. 
The marchers and the crowd that 
thronged Capetown streets were 
orderly at first.

Vandenber; said under question- 
ing, the decision was not primarily 
a political one, or one to meet the 
objections of the Allies to Gen. 
MacArthur’s proposed course, or 
even one in fear of Russian re- 
taliation as such. 

His own firsst consideration, he 
added, was the continued effec- 
tiveness of the United States Air 
Force which if “emasculated,” 
would be lost as. the last real 
deterrent to an attack by the 
Russians. He emphasized that 
circumstances might arise in 
which the High Command might 
decide to bomb beyond the Yalu 
but said no such conditions were 
now foreseen. 

He testified that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the directing mil- 
itary group of the United States, 
had sought always to give cour-

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The Real Meaning of Korea 


Surely, if the Chinese Communist lead- 
ers are rational men, the failure of their 
fourth offensive should have brought 
home to them the futility of continuing 
their aggression in Korea. 

No one can tell whether or not to place 
hope in the rumors that peace feelers 
already are out. Whatever hope is there 
is dim indeed at present. 

But, military-wise, what has happened 
in Korea is a vindication so far of the 
policies of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the Truman: administration. 


The Communists have launched major 
offensives four times since they intervened 
‘in Korea last October. Each drive was 
widely advertised as intended to drive 
United Nations forces off the peninsula. 
Each drive—on Nov. 26, Jan. 1, April 22 
and May 17-has failed. Communist losses 
have been fantastic. No nation, regard- 
less of its reservoir of manpower, can long 
stand up against such losses, especially 
when it is her best divisions that are 
being cut to pieces. And no dictatorship, 
however fast its hold on the people—and 
the Communist grip does not appear to 
be too firm—can. continue to rule when 
hospitals throughout the country are over- 
flowing with wounded and the number of 
dead is the subject of whispered specula- 
tion. The Chinese people already are 
restless, 


Failure of the Chinese offensives is due 
chiefly to the superior firepower of West- 
ern armies in Korea. The overwhelming 
numerical superiority of the Chinese is 
more than offset by our better weapons 
and our heavy artillery and tank support. 


The Scrub Oak—Another 


If the possibilities of the scrub oak are 
anything like those of the slash pine, Geor- 
gia has acted wisely in entering into the 
agreement requested by the University of 
Florida for developing a new process at 
the Herty Laboratories at Savannah. 

The Florida university has pioneered a 
crags which converts scrub oaks into

Something We’ve Longed 


The State Highway Department intends 
to improve U. S. Highway 41 south of_At-

One of the new projects will be the sec- 
tion of U. S. 41 between Griffin and 
Barnesville, the other new project will be 
that from Forsyth to the Bibb County line.

Experience has shown UN estimates of 
enemy casualties are extremely accurate* 


Some military authorities do not believe 
the Chinese are capable of mounting an- 
other offensive equivalent to the one just 
crushed. Others think the Communists, 
goaded by Moscow, will come back for 
more in a short while. There are signs the 
invaders may be getting ready to use tanks 
and planes and heavy artillery. But that is 
for the Kremlin to decide. It is not beyond 
the realm of possibility Russia may choose 
another Chinese offensive as an attempt 
to drain off all possible reinforcements 
from Western Europe. 


A settlement in Korea—if one be pos- 
sible—doing nothing more than re-estab- 
lishing the 38th parallel as a boundary 
would be a triumph for the principle of 
collective security. It would have success- 
fully met its first test in battle and be the 
stronger for it. The minimum accomplish- 
ment would’be that a free nation had been 
protected from aggression and the aggres- 
sor severely punished. The program has 
bolstered the moral force of the free world 
and has strengthened the will to resist. 


That is the warning to the Soviet Union 
and it is the real meaning of Korea.

Just Confident, 
Not Cocky at All 


WASHINGTON—President Truman, at his 
latest press conference, delivered a mild rebuke 
to some of the “friendly” eommentators for 

using the word “cocky” in describing his attitude since the contro- 
versy over Far Eastern policy was sprung on the country. A better 
word, he said, would be “confident,” and he preferred to think that 
most of those who had used the shorter term had the latter mean- 
ing in mind. , 

In any event, he said his attitude could more appropriately be 
described as one of confidence in what he was doing. He did not 
like the connotation of the word “cocky,” which to him suggested a 
state of mind entirely foreign ‘to his present feelings. 

The President brought up the subject himself at his regular 
White House meeting with the press. He did not want the country 
to get a false impression of his attitude, and hence went gut of his 
way to define his feelings in the matter. 

Many of us used the cocky term in describing the President 
after attending his first press conference subsequent to the dismissal 
of General Douglas MacArthur, which was the stroke that brought 
on the controversy over Far Eastern policy. After consulting the dic- 
tionary, it must be admitted that Mr. Truman has a point to what 
he says. 


The Funk & Wagnalls new standard dictionary 
defines cocky as “pert or forward; confident; con- 
ceited; snobbish.” Obviously not all of the definitions here given 
would apply to the President. The word “cenfident,” on the other 
hand: is listed as meaning: “Having confidence, in any sense; con- 
fiding; assured; self-reliant; as, confident of success.” 

As between the two words, there is little question as to which 
has the more appropriate application. The correspondents and visit- 
ing editors who attended those early White House press conferences 
after the MacArthur dismissal did go away with a feeling that Mr. 
Truman showed more bounce and self assurance than at any time 
since the first flush news of his great election victory in 1948. 

Despite the storm that was breaking around his head, he was 
completely self-possessed, with an air of confidence that bordered 
on cockiness without its meaner implications. It was a confidence, 
as we now know, that was based on his knowledge of what the ulti- 
mate outcome would be of the MacArthur controversy. Most sober- 
minded persons are now willing to,admit that the President’s action 
has been fully justified by the testimony before the Senate inves- 
tigating committee of men like Secretary of Defense George Mar- 
shall and General Omar Bradley, head of the Jojnt Chiefs of Staff. 

But uppermost in the President’s mind was the conviction that 
the course we are following in the Far East is more designed to 
avoid another world war than the course advocated by General 
MacArthur. He felt confident that the country would approve his 
policy when the facts were developed. 


Definition: 


But it would be wrong to say that there was any- 
Human thing “conceited” or “snobbish” in his attitude, to 
quote two of the definitions given of the word “cocky.” Least of 
any of our modern Presidents; Mr. Truman has none of these quali- 
ties in his make-up. He has a humanness and a humility about him 
that have been unequaled by any President of our time. If any- 
thing his human quality is carried too far, as evidenced by some of 
the salty letters he has a habit of writing at times. 

Whatever his faults may be in other directions, no one can 
doubt the sincerity of the President’s purpose in seeking a peaceful 
direction of world affairs. His overall‘ ambition is to go down in 
history as the man who made a permanent contribution to the cause 
of world peace. The MacArthur episode was an incident to this end. 

He was willing to run the risk of the political turmoil involved 
in the MacArthur dismissal to achieve the broader aims he has in 
view.

Your columnist gives his unqualified approval to the lawsuit 
recently filed by Edwin T. Methvin, editor of the Eastman Times- 
Journal, attacking the county-unit system. Knowing Ed as I do, I 
am sure he doesn’t expect to collect a hundred thousand dollars out 
of Jim Peters or Mrs. Iris Blitch, but a judgment for one cént would 
be just as satisfactory for his purpose, which is to expose the in- 
iquities of Georgia’s peculiarly undemocratic election system and 
to destroy it for the good of the people of Georgia. 

It was pleasing to me that Ed used as the basis of his suit the 
same arguments that I made in a couple of editorials in this column 
and two or three speeches I made during the campaign last year in 
which the people defeated the effort to put the county-unit system 
in the state constitution. 

He did not emphasize the disparity in the value of a vote in the 
two-unit and the six-unit counties, but showed the shocking dis- 
parity in the value of votes among the various two-unit counties. 

For instance, in last year’s primary Burke County cast 1,789 
votes while Gordon County voted 3,914. Yet Burke has four unit 
votes, while Gordon, with more than twice as many votes cast, has 
only two units. That’s the sort of thing that Governor Talmadge 
and other advocates of the system say “protects the smal] country 
counties.” The state is full of similar inequities, and Mr. Methvin 
cited several of them in his suit. Furthermore, if the candidate you 
vote for fails to carry your county, your vote doesn’t count at all in 
the state total; only the county-unit vote is counted, and all of it 
goes to the candidate who carried the county, even if he had a plu- 
rality of only one vote. 

The county-unit system affords an opportunity for the poli- 
ticians to trade, traffic and manipulate elections in their own selfish 
interest. It discourages the better type of men from becoming can- 
didates for public office, and the people are the losers all around. 

Eventually the nefarious county-unit system will be completely 
uprooted in Georgia. The people are learning more and more that 
the system is not what it claims to be; that it protects nobody but 
the politicians. 

I am confident that the people will themselves abolish it sooner 
or later, whether the courts do anything about it or not.

If what Jack Tarver called the “Mac-A-bomb” did nothing else, it set off a chain — 
reaction in gags on the general’s “Old soldiers never die,” tagline of the peroration 
to his speech before Congress. With Barrymorian skill, the 71-year-old soldier - 


had played the scene, building to a climax. 


Then, as W. H. Champion puts it in 


The Dublin Courier-Herald, “at just the right moment to catch the fancy of the 
American people, he quoted the ballad that said old soldiers never die, they just 


fade away.” 


The quotation was the cue for an argument as to the words.

Walton News, Arthur Mobley says the ballad is an old English song written many years before World 


War I and revived then. 
verses to fit the occasion,” the Mobley column 
continues, “such as ‘This rain will never stop, 
never stop ... it just goes on forever.’

“Historians at the U. S. Military Academy 
say the phrase may date back to a century-old 
hymn.

‘Oh, For the Vigilantes!” 


TUCSON, Ariz.—It is ironic that in that part of our country which so recently 
was the Wild West a vicious jailbird and gunman should be suffered to terrorize 
the working people of one of the biggest desert towns and to put into effect an 
alliance between crooked unions and crooked “respectable” citizens engaged in 


business. 


The time was not so long ago when some individual would have walked 


_ k= up to Ralph Howard Alsup, the president of the Centra] Labor Council of the 
Austeieon Federation of Labor for Clark County, Nevada, and vice-president of the Nevada State 
Federation, and shot him dead, or a posse of vigilantes would have strung him up, and the verdict 


of the public would have been that it was good riddance. 


But. today the dominant politicians of Nevada 
kowtow to this gun-toting thug. And the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which is the real crime 
syndicate for all of the Kefauver investigating 
committee’s cheap and shameless hamming on the 
television, is consulted as though it were a legiti- 
mate organization representing the reasonable 
will of several million citizens. 


I must briefly go back over the details 
of Alsup’s criminal career. He was con- 
victed of four crimes in Texas and served 
10 years and about two months in Hunts- 
ville, later being pardoned, and he now 
stands convicted in Las Vegas of shooting 
through the body an unfortunate house 
painter named Ray Folsom who had the 
effrontery to zo to the headquarters of his 
own local union to make a plea for another 
painter who was getting the works from the 
business agent, a fellow named James King. 


Folsom said his friend, F. C. Lantz, a fore- 
man on the David Dam job, a federal project, 
was being “disciplined” by King and that an- 
other painter, who was not a union man at all, 
had been given Lantz’s job. While Folsom was 
talking to.King, Alsup walked up, slugged him 
with a pisto] butt and shot him. And Folsom 
testified that King, the agent of his own union, 
helped Alsup to get away. Clarence Darrah, a 
vice-president of the painters’ local, swore that 
King told him: “Beat it and remember you didn’t 
see or hear anything.” 

After long delays, during which he got into 
another gun scrape with a law-abiding citizen 
and got away with it, Alsup was convicted of 
“assault with intent to inflict bodily injury.” In 
Nevada, a jury can scale down the charge, and 
this one refused to convict Alsup of the original 
charge of felonious assault with a deadly weapon. 
Alsup’ could have been sentenced to 10 years 
under the original charge, but under the reduced 
charge the maxi~qum is two years and a fine of 
$5,000. He is now at liberty on appeal and the 
working men in that cowardly tough town of the 
old Wild West are afraid of him and the busi- 
nessméen and most of the ruling politicians truck- 
le to him. There aré no two ways about .the 
proposition that where you find a dirty union 
situation such as this one you will find business- 
men equally crooked doing business with the 
union bosses at the expense of the union mem- 
bers and the general public. 
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Clark County includes Las Vegas. 


There was one union man, a sheet metal 
worker, on the jury that convicted Alsup of shoot- 
ing Folsom, and Roger Foley, the district attor- 
ney, said this man was fired from his job soon 
afterward. Mr. Foley said the employer was a 
“buddy” of Alsup and said further that two of 
Alsup’s fellow union racketeers were seen enter- 
ing this man’s place of businéss soon after the 
verdict. This might mean that the union terror 
threw fear into the employer with threats of a 
picket line or another shooting. 

As I reported yesterday, even while Alsup 
was at large awaiting trial for shooting this un- 
armed union man in a union hall during a peace- 
ful appeal for justice, he was appointed a dele- 
gate to the national convention of the American 
Federation of Labor in Houston. He also was 
re-elected to his job as president of the Clark 
County Central Labor Council. Not only that 
but, further indicating the character of unionism 
in the timid Wild West of Nevada, Tom Hanley, 
the president of the local sheet metal workers’ 
union, a close friend of Alsup, was “elected” 
vice-president of the international union of his 
craft, which has always had a comparatively de- 
cent reputation among univuns. 

Mr. Foley said he had information that Alsup 
and one other racketeer of this criminal. bund 
masquerading as “labor” had been carried on the 
payrolls of contractors at $500 a week each for 
long periods when two of the big gambling- 
house hotels were being built. 


This would be normal corruption in & 
central council ef the American Federation 
of Labor, the idea being to enrich the erimi- 
nals in charge of these crimé syndicates at 
the expense of the ‘workmen, who are sold 
down the river as a routine practice. 


The gangsters, all of whom were 80 studiously 
overlooked by the Kefauver committee in its 
investigation of a nonexistent national syndicate 
of crapshooters, boo and slot machine 
operators, keep wages down, and the money they 
receive as bribes is only a portion of the saving 
to the crooked contractors. I do not exaggera 
when I say that this is standard practice in the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The Federal Treasury could determine wheth- 
er Alsup arid his colleague ever reported this 
graft as income, but it has not beén the policy 
of the Roosévelt and Truman administrations to 
prosecute their political accomplices,

In the diplomatic floundering and domestic 
corruption that has marked the national admin- 
istration during the last year, a group of Demo- 
crats has displayed great personal integrity and 
leadership, and been of inestimable service to 
the nation.”

Adonis, Aides 
Start 3-Year 
Prison Terms 


HACKENSACK. N. J., May 28. 
(P)—A red-faced Joe Adonis 
started a two to three-year prison 
term Monday, the first in his long 
career as a mystery underworld 
figure. 

“I’m not sore at anybody,” the 
dapper Adonis said just before his 
sentencing for violation of New 
Jersey gambling laws. 


Despite his lawyer's protests 
that he is a legitimate business- 
man, Superior Court Judge S. 
Wallace Leyden ‘sent Adonis. to 
jail, fined him $15,000 and su- 

nded an additional four to 

ve-year prison term. 

Similar sentences were imposed 
en four of Adonis’ associates, all 
of whom were charged with 
operation of a $1,000,000 dice 
gambling setup in Bergen County, 
across the Hudson River from New 
York. 

They could have been sent to 
jail for 18 years and fined a total 
of $18,000 each on the charges. 

There had been rumors of a 
deal with the State May 21 when 
the five defendants entered a plea 
of “no defense” and threw them- 
selves on the mercy of the court 
rather than face the publicity of 
a trial. ! 

State officials had predicted an 
18-month sentence for the 49- 
year-old Brooklyn-born Adonis, 
who was cited by the Senate Crime 
Committee as one of the seven 
bosses of the nation’s underworld. 

Under State law,-Adonis and 
his lieutenants can apply for pa- 
role after serving about 20 months 
in prison. 

Sentenced with Adonis on the 
charges of conspiracy to violate 
the State’s gambling laws and 
operating of three gambling houses 
in Lodi and Fort Lee, N. J., were 
New Jersevans: 

Salvatore (Solly Moore) Mo- 
retti, 46, of Demarest; James 


(Piggy) Lynch, 46, of Palisades 
Park; Arthur Longano, 46, of! 
Englewood, and Anthony Guarini, 
58, of Hasbrouck Heights. ; 
Obviously upset over the sen- 
tencing, Johiti' Selser. attorney for 
the defendants told e Leyden: 
. “Joe Adonis is victim of 
the most vicious, rotten persecu- 
tion that ever existed. He pleaded 
ilty ‘because he knows society 
to have his pound of flesh.”

The term “silver plate” re- 
fers to articles made of non- 


precious metal on which pure. 


silver is deposited by an elec- 
troplating process. Silver plate 
is serviceable for everyday use. 

In selecting dinnerware, de- 
cide between earthenware and 
china. Earthenware is opaque 
and heavier than china. If 
carefully made, it is more dur- 
able than china and takes well 
to everyday use. 

China is a term applied to 
translucent ware that was first 
imported into Europe from 
China. When china is held up 
to light, the shadow of a hand 
can be seen through it. A 
china plate struck with a pencil 


produces a clear, bell-like tone. 
However, there is a wide range 
of quality in china ware, from 
that which is hard, brittle and 
easily chipped to that which is 
tougher and more durable. 

“Bone” china was developed 
in England and is made _ al- 
most exclusively in that coun- 
try. 

Dinnerware may be pur- 
chaséd in two ways, either in 
sets of various sizes or from 
open stock. 

Sets are made up for service 
of four, six, eight and 12. 
Dishes in open’ stock pattern 
may be purchased one at a 
time or in any combination over 
a period of years. No retail 
store can state positively the 
number of years a pattern will 
be kept in stock. They can only 
estimate its chance for survival. 
If tke pattern is basically 
sound in form, color and de- 
sign, it may live indefinitely.
